STAYING THE HAND OF DEATH. 


Tliero IH Said to I|o a Certain und Rapid 


Mean* of Reinicltatlon. 


Colonel Henry Elsdale, of the Royal 


engineers, claims to have discovered a 
certain and rapicTrrieans of resuscitating 
persons from the effects of suffocation. 
A sapper among the men under bis com- 
mand at Chatham was one day found 
enveloped in the folds of a half empty 
war balloon. 
The coal gas with which 


it had been inflated had suffocated him, 
and to all appearances he was a dead 
man. But efforts were made to restore 
iiim, though tha pulseless heart and ca- 
daverous face of the man gave no en- 
couragement to persevere. 
In a mo- 


ment of something like inspiration it 
occurred to Colonel Elsdale to send for 
iomo tubes of compressed oxygon, which 
ia£ been prepared for the oxyhydrogen 
light. 


This pure oxygen, at a very high pres- 


sure, was hurriedly conveyed into the 
mouth of the prostrate sapper by means 
>f Inserting the nozzle of the valve be- 
;ween his teeth, and the supply was 
'gently turned on" to the smallest ex- 
;enfc The effect was absolutely instan- 
.aneous. In an instant he opened his 
oyes and seized the nozzle between his 
-eeth. In short, the effpper was not only 
ihoroughly revived within a few min- 
ntea, but in half an hour walked away, 
inite.well, to tho barracks, and refused 
.o go to the military hospital, as was 
suggested by his commanding officer.

,hat everybody has not tubes of pure 
oxygen at high pressure in readiness to 
apply to such cases. Happily oxygen in 
quantities as large as those administered 
s not needed, and it can be stored "in 
mall, strong bottles made of the finest 
iteel, with a valve giving an absolute 
hermetic seal." 


These vessels may be ns small as a 


oda water bottle, and may be made part 
of the medical stock of every doctor. 
Oxygen at any degree of compression 
'equirod can, in fact, now be obtained, 
mcl the whole apparatus for restoring 
dtality can be packed in n small box 
qnite portable. 


What possibilities may not buch a dis- 


lovery ns that to which we have drawn 
attention involve! It is equally availa- 
ble, we are assured, for those persons 
vho have been asphyxiated by choke 
.atnp in coal mines, or by ordinary coal 
gas. 
People apparently drowned, and 


hose insensible from long exposure in 
he rigging of a ship, might also be saved 
from an untimely end by what Colonel 


silale calls "a dose of oxygen." 
It would probably be invaluable, too, 


n cases of suffocation from the fumes of 
harcoal, or in cases where chloroform

oj>ei nteil injuriously on a weak

Such a discovery should at once 


ccupy the attention of the Royal Col- 
ege of Phjsieiaus, with a view of ascer- 
aining whtther Colonel Elsdale has 
veirated tho beneficicnt oixccletoboon 
icipatffl from tlie administration of 
ure oxygen.—Lonilon Chronicle.

A WHEAT SHIPPING POINT. 


Duluth, Minnesota, is .the great wheat 


shipping point of the Northwest. It is 
situated on Lake Superior and is )i great 
railroad center. One morning last week 
nine hundred cars loaded with wheat 
stood on the several railroad tracks. Of 
these 411 cars were on tho Northern Pa- 
cific, 304 on tho Grand Northern, 143 on 
the St. Paul and Dulntli, and 40 on the 
Northwestern. 
Railroad men say the 


receipts will average 500 cars a day, or 
nearly 300,000 bushels. The grain is 
shipped by water to Buffalo, N. Y., the 
rate being throe and a half cents per 
bflshcl. One grain-grower, a Mr. Dal- 
rymple of Dakota, who will have about 
600,000 bushels to ship, thinks tho aver- 
age yield of wheat in the Northwest will 
be about 17>£ bushels per ncre.

Nominated for Governor.

SABOTAGE, September 1C.—Promptly at 


10 o'clock this morning the Democratic 
State Convention was called to order. 
After a decision in regard to the Count; 
Democracy was presented tbo Committee 
on Resolutions repotted. 


The platform pronounces against the 


coinage of any dollir not of the intrinaio 
value of every other dollar of the United 
States and denounces the new Sherman 
Silver bill as a false pretense aud hin- 
drance to free bi-metallio coinage, and as 
tending only to produce a change from one 
kind of monometallism to another.

tho lining of the stomach, anil is the source 
of much general ill health. 


The recent rapid increase in the HBO of 


ammonia for various purposes, and the 
consequent increase in its manufacture, 
have made it one of the most easily ob- 
tained poisons and, although everybody is 
familiar with it in soma form, there is a 
surprising amount of ignorance of ils 
dangerouo qualities. Its use as an adult- 
erant in any food preparation is simply a 
crimp, and a9 a crime should be punished.

Why Eels Aro Objectionable. 


InasmnrTi as eela must go to sea in 


order to propagate their species, they are 
found not to multiply at all when placed 
in ponds that are landlocked, although 
in such places they -will grow rapidly 
nnd be healthy. It costs BO little to pur- 
chase young ones by the quantity that 
this is no obstacle to the usefulness of 
stocking inland waters with these fish. 
They havo many very important advan- 
tages from the economic point of view, 
inasmuch as they will feed on anything 
dead or alive, will thrive in water clear 
or muddy and at any temperature, and 
require no looking out for. 


However, in rivers like the Susqiie- 


hannu, where gill nets are used, eels 
are very undesirable. 
It is not unusual 


upon ha\tling the nets in that stream 
and in others farther south to find that 
the catch has been entirely eaten up by 
myriads of the squirming robbers,which 
have left little besides heads and back- 
bones. It has been found advantageous 
by the fish commission to plant eels in 
the upper great lakes and in the Missis- 
sippi. They have also been introduced 
very successfully in California.—New 
York Sun. 


Carved Trunks Get Straight. 


Possibly the greatest manifestation of 


growth power that could be referred to 
is in the power of many trees to curve 
their trunks when partly blown over, 
though they may have had them straight 
for a quarter of a century. This curious 
subject is yet in its infancy as a branch 
of study; but so far the curving has 
been noticed more in connection with 
palms and coniferous trees. A trunk 
may be, say -twenty or thirty feet high 
and a foot thick, and as straight as a gun 
barrel. Should it, from any cause, be- 
come tilted iu a few years the whole 
trunk from the ground to the summit 
will be found curved like a bow. 


It was at one time thought that plants 


grew toward the light, and we come to 
believe that "as the twig is bent the tree 
is inclined," but it now seems that 
"grew" is not here an active verb—the 
mass of [foliage—that which was grown as 
well as that which is growing—is really 
lifted—lifted by some power in nature 
BO far entirely unknown to vegetable bi- 
ology.—Thomas Meehan in Philadelphia 
Ledger 


New nml Harmless Antiseptic. 


A new antiseptic agent called micrc- 


cidine, which is composed of 75 per cent, 
of naphthol of eodum and 25 per cent, 
of naphthol and phenyl compounds, has 
been tried in France. It is n white pow- 
der, 
soluble iu three parts of water. 


Tho bolntion, which is cheap, is said to 
bo a vory effective antiseptic, without 
being poisonous or caustic or injurious 
to instruments or linen. Its antiseptic 
properties are inferior to those of corro- 
sive sublimate or naphthol, but surpass 
those of carbolic and borncic acids ten 
and twenty times respectively. The so- 
lution has given excellent results in 
dressing wounds.—New York Telegram. 


A Now Hay Bake. 


A westerner has invented a hay rake 


which he thinks will avoid some of the 
defects of those now in use. It is a com- 
bination of the sulky and revolving rakes. 
There are the wooden teeth of the re- 
volving rake hanging under and revolv- 
ing round the axle. The proper motion 
is given by means of a hinged back. The 
idea is a sulky rake which will not 
gather dirt and rubbish, nnd will drop 
the hay in the windrow without drag- 
ging it several feet or yards beyond.— 
New York Journal.
